Systematic  inspections  of  the  district  were  carried  out 
and  all  essential  services  such  as  Water,  Sewerage  and  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  were  satisfactorily  maintained.

No  special  measures  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year  and 
the  general  health  of  the  workers  remained  good. 

Inf  ec tl on s  and  Other  Diseases. 

No  cases  of  malaria  or  dysentery  were  notified.  The 
district  was  remarkably  free  from  infectious  disease  throughout 
the  year.  .  Considering  the  increased  number  of  children  in  the 
area  due  to  the  reception  of. evacuees  this  result  can  be  con¬ 
sidered  highly  satisfactory  and  helps  to  prove  the  healthy 
condition  of  your  district. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  issued  gratuitously  when 
required  and  is  promptly  used  when  necessary. - 

The  district  was.  free  from  any  influenza,  epidemic 
during  the  year.  ..  :: 

In  April  1939  the  Council  commenced  a  Scheme  for  the 
free  Immunization  against  diphtheria  for  children  between  one 
and  fourteen  years  of  age.  The  response  to  this  free  service 
was  not  as  gratifying  as  one  would  wish.
